MUSCLE STILL NEEDED 
The idea has become prevalent among young men. that they do not 
have to use their muscles any longer in earning a living. They expect to 
their bread by the sm arter * of their brain power. That is all right, 
orovided they have the grey matter which can b- trained to the requisite 
degree of efficiency. But the world still needs a lot of muscle. 
Take, for instance, the report that there is an acute demand for work­ 
ers on lumbering operations in the great woodlands in the state of Maine.

During the last decade the popu­ 
lation of Wilmington has increased 
by only 192 residents, or 39 per 
cent, according to government cen­ 
sus figures announced Wednesday. 
Wilmington now has 5,329 persons 
officially living there, in compari­ 
son with 5,137 when the last of­ 
ficial census was taken 
in 1920. 
For a time It had been feared that 
the Clinton County city would fall 
below the 5,000 population figure 
and lose Its identity as a city.
